- PEACE is a term which in ſcripture lan- 
guage generally comprehends whatſoever 
tends to the temporal or everlaſting happi- 
neſs of mankind : when applied to kingdoms 
and ſtates, it includes public quiet at home, 
well as ceflation from hoſtilities abroad;

On the feaſt day, April 23, 1784, the Society ſub- 
ſcribed between fifty and fixty pounds for the purpoſe of 
fing out boys to ſerve in the navy.

of ſuch a ſtate would, by their undue aim 
to enrich themſelves, defeat their own in- 
tentions, and inſtead of ſerving, would even- 
tually ruin themſelves, as well as their 
country : ſo that a narrow, contracted, ſelf- 
iſh regard to our own intereſts, indeptn- 
dent of thoſe of, ſociety, is as impolitic, 
as it is mean; while a public ſpirited, diffu- 
five, difintereſted zeal for the common wel- 
fare, is as conducive to our own private hap- 
pineſs, as it is liberal and worthy. This is 
a point as clear as that the effect is the con- 
ſequence of it's cauſe: therefore ſaid God 
to the Jews, when they were captives in 
Babylon, cc SEEK the PEACE of the city 
cc whither I have cauſed you to be carried 
c away captives, and PRAY unto the Loxp 
c for it: for i in the PEACE thereof ſhall YE 
«© have PEACE.” 


Hour ſhould ithappen(fince it Is net man's 
to command ſucceſs) that there ſhould be no

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peace or proſperity, G ſhould Jeruſalem be 
cc ruined and Judah fallen,” even amid diſ- 
treſs and affliction the TRUE CHRISTIAN PA-

flecting that he hath not ſacrificed his 
country to a party, to diſappointment, or 
ambition ; that he hath not to anſwer to his 
king, to his country, to his brethren and 
companions, to his own conſcience, or to 
God, for her ruin; conſcious that by every 
pious, honeſt, and loyal method in his 


power, he had done his utmoſt to ſave her 
from deſtruction.
